tabled. Senator Borah, raging, leaped 
to his feet and shouted: 
"M r. 
chairman," 
fourteen 
times. 
Chairman Rosewater 
calmly 
disre­ 
garded him. But Borah refused to sit 
down, and the committee finally per­ 
mitted him to speak. He then launch­ 
ed Into a most scathing and hitter 
denunciation . of the "steam 
roller," 
and similar methods of the committee. 
Several of the committeemen sug­ 
gested that Borah might as well sit 
down. He, 
however, 
continued 
to 
storm, and shaking his fist at the com­ 
mittee. shouted: 
“ You will make no 
progress bere until you permit me to 
get on tho records straight." 
He then stopped, and the hearing 
of the Alabama contests 
continued. 
Oscar Hadley, a Roosevelt supporter, 
charged that the federal office-holders 
dominate , the' Alabama Republican 
organisation. He attacked the legali­ 
ty of the election of the Taft dele­ 
gates there. The committeemen paid 
no attention to his remarks. At this 
Juncture, Senator Borah with Senator 
Crane, the latter a staunch Taftite, 
retired to the lobby and talked earn­ 
estly several minutes. Both refused 
to tell the reporters the subject of the 
conversation. 


GOV. JOHNSON EXPLAINS 
STEAM ROLLER PROCESS 


SACRAMENTO, June 7.—Gover­ 
nor Hiram W. Johnson today Issued 
in a statement his interpretation of 
the “ steam roller." He said: 
"There seems to be so little gen­ 
eral understanding as to the Chi­ 
cago convention ‘steam roller’ that 
I would like to make it plain. The 
Republican national committee is 
governing this body of the Repub­ 
lican party with authority to de­ 
termine just who has been select­ 
ed to act as delegates to the con­ 
vention. It is now engaged in that 
task. If its decisions are based on 
fraud, it can give any candidate a 
majority of the convention, 
irre­ 
spective of the wishes of the vot­ 
ers. 
“ Here is an example. The state 
of Washington has fourteen dele­ 
gates. The presidential preference 
primaries were held there. Roose­ 
velt won in these by a vote of two 
to one. 
The deelgates were then 
selected by the old convention 
methods. 
Roosevelt brid a major­ 
ity there, therefore fourteen Roose­ 
velt delegates were named. 
The 
Taftites, undaunted, withdrew and 
named fourteen others. These are 
now contesting before the national 
committee."

Not Likely That the Freehold­ 


ers Can Escape Making 


Some Provisions 


As yet there seems to have been no 
definite action taken to make a cam­ 
paign for either of the two tickets 
that are on the ballot for the election 
of fifteen freeholders 
to be held In 
8anta Ana, July 2. 
It is early in the 
game yet, and some campaigning may 
be done. Some of those 
who took 
part in the conference that 
brought 
out the first fifteen 
nominees 
have 
stated that they expect to get out and 
make a fight for the election of that 
fifteen, and the same thing may be ex­ 
pected of those who 
were 
instru­ 
mental In getting the nine additional 
names on the ballot. 
City Clerk Burke is preparing the 
■ample ballot, which will be malled 
to each voter eight or nine days be­ 
fore election. 
This ballot will 
con­ 
tain the twenty-four nominees, ar­ 
ranged according to law 
in 
alpha­ 
betical order, F. L. Andrews, one of 
the ticket of nine at the top, and B. 
Uttley, one of the ticket of fifteen, at 
the bottom. There will be nothing on 
the ticket to 
designate 
the 
two 
groups of nominees. A blank column 
la to be left in which names of can­ 
didates hot .nominated by petition, lf 
there be any, can be written. 
The activity of the W. C. T. U. and 
some others who were Interested in 
the making of some of the nominations 
has given rise te the talk that It is 
expected by the election of their can­ 
didates to include in the 
proposed 
charter a safeguard on 
the 
liquor 
question. Just how much there is in 
Ole talk cannot be 
determined, 
of 
course, but it is likely that some pro­ 
vision touching the liquor business 
w ill be up for decision by the board 
of fifteen freeholders. 
In 
fact,

seems improbable th«t the board can 
escape dealing with the 
matter 
In 
some shape. That there is any move­ 
ment to make the securing of a sa­ 
loon license any easier than now is 
denied absolutely by a1! concerned. 
At the present time the city hat an 
ordinance against the sale of liquor, 
with the usual exceptions being made 
ae to medicinal purposes. 
That ordi­ 
nance can be changed by the vote of 
the trustees to a license ordinance. 
Either the present ordinance 
or 
a 
license ordinance could be taken to 
the people upon a petition under the 
WylUe local option law, which would 
then put the city under the W yllie 
law. 
Any movement to change the pres­ 
ent city ordinance would not be con­ 
sidered by the present Board of Trus­ 
tees. but should the “ wets” seek and 
secure a local option petition, the city 
would go big to stay “dry." In fact, 
practically everybody considers the 
“wet” and ‘ dry" issue settled. Those 
Interested in maintaining the present 
condition may ask that a provision be 
placed in the charter that will be a 
safeguard on the 
liquor 
question. 
Many of the “drys' who strongly fa-, 
vor securing a charter for Santa Ana 
■ay that the provision is one 
that 
will have to be handled with gloves 
for fear of stirring up a hornet’s nest. 
It is possible that the board of free­ 
holders will present to the people a1 
ternatlve propositions upon that auh 
Ject and other subjects as well.

TRUST NOT MOTHBALLS ONLY 


Clothing and Furs Should be Packed 
So That Moths Cannot Got In 


Many housekeepers have the mis­ 
taken idea that camphor, mothballs, 
or similar preparations, 
will 
‘‘kill” 
moths, or prevent their ravages, and 
that clothes packed away with plenty 
mothballs are safe. Many housekeep­ 
ers have learned that this Is a mis­ 
take, after losing perhaps valuable 
garment's. 
The fact of the matter is that moth­ 
balls, camphor, cedar, etc., are not 
moth killers, hut only moth repellants, 
that la: Clean clothes free from moth 
eggs. properly packed away with moth 
repellants, will not attract the adult 
moths. 
The household editor of Farm and 
Home says: The proper way to pack 
away woolen winter clothes is first to 
air and brush thoroughly, to make 
sure no moth eggs have found lodg­ 
ment In them. They may be packed 
In any receptacle, as long as It Is free 
from cracks. Line with several thick­ 
nesses of newspaper, and pack away 
clothes with layers of newspaper be­ 
tween and camphor or mothballs 
wrapped In paper. Tuck each layer 
of newspaper in well around the 
clothes—newspaper (or rather, the 
printers* ink) is another moth repel 
lant. Have the top layer paper, put 
the cover on, and aeal by pasting pa' 
per over the cracks. 
That is all there is to it: 
Putting 
the clothes awry In a clean, moth-free 
state, and sealing them up so no 
moths can possibly get In. Furs can 
be packed and securely sealed in 
heavy paper bags, using two bags, one 
within another, each carefully sealed 
—and they will be perfectly safe. 


Tomato Secrete 
In choosing tomato plants for grow 
lng prize tomatoes, do not select tree 
tomatoes, bs they are not prolific, but 
pick out tome good, smooth, 
meaty 
variety. Set the plant on tho south 
side of the stake, about four Inches 
from It, and train same to stake as it 
grows, tying with binder twine or 
cloth strings, which are preferable. 
Many times when the vines are very 
rank two branches will start to grow 
from the top, but clip one off, allowing 
only one to grow to a height of 5 feet, 
then clip the tops, ana keep them 
clipped, which will hasten the ripen­ 
ing, and convert all the strength of 
the vine into fruit. 
When the plants arc 8 or IO Inches 
high, little runners or shoots will ap­ 
pear In the forks. Here, writes CL P. 
Bowlesly in Farm and Home, Is where 
the whole secret lies. These runners 
sap the main vine and turn all tho 
strength into vines instead of toma­ 
toes. When they appear pinch them 
off and allow only one main vine to 
grow. The fruit buds or blossoms 
Will also appear in the same fork, but 
do not disturb them. 
Keep clipping 
out the runners every time you find 
any or when you cultivate them. The 
fruit will be nice, early, clean, handy 
to pick, a great Improvement over the 
old way.

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TO BARMER? 


Statue For Man Who Did Much For 
Humble Sewing Machine That Light­ 
ens Labor of Many Millions 


(WILLIAM PHILIP SIMMS, Puis 
correspondent of the United Press.) 
3ARI8, June 7.—Barthelemy Thi- 
monster, the man who did for tile 
humble sewing machine what Marconi 
did for wireless 'telegraphy, is soon 
to have his memory honored by the 
erection of a statue at Lyons. 
The millions of women who daily 
pedal away at the easy-running, noise' 
less machines, which, like lightning, 
make two pieces of cloth unite as 
one, probably have little idea of the 
genius who made the' thing possible. 
Yet Thlmonnler, who died In 1857, as 
poor ai Job’s turkey, dtd as much 
aa anyone toward making easier the 
world’s sewing, thus being one of the 
greatest benefactors to women. 
Barthelemy Thlmonnler was born 
In Southern Prance, on the Rhone, 
In the year 1795. He was of very poor 
parent* and had to go to work early, 
as a tailor’s boy. The workshop was 
a study room on the top floor of a 
flve-story house. He had a hard time 
of It, because bis boss found that “he 
did not go quick enough,” and abus­ 
ed him because his stitches 
were 
uneven. As he sat and sewed, Thlmon 
Bier was dreaming of a machine 
which ought to do this sort of work; 
and Just about this time he heard of 
a wonderful arrangement, Invented In 
the United States in 1804, by a man 
named Singer. This was a wort of 
blow to the youth as he had about 
completed plans for a machine sim­ 
ilar to tytat he had heard described. 
Too late to Invent the sewing ma 
chine actually, Thlmonnier’s dream 
now became an ambition to own 
machine, and he set to work saving 
his money for the purchase of one 
At last he had enough—800 francs, or 
9160—and he brought over to France, 
and Incidentally to Lyons, the Aret 
sewing machine ever seen in the conn 
try. 
Thlmonnler now saw several 
Im­ 
provements which could be made to 
the machine, so what became known 
as the “Thlmonnler machine” made 
its appearance In 1825. He patented 
his Ideas and, after much trouble 
found capital enough to start a fac­ 
tory for making uniforms for soldiers, 
at Paris. This was in the Montmar­ 
tre quarter, rue 
Rochechouart. 
It 
may be observed 
that Thlmonnler 
turned his attention to the product of 
the machine rather than to the manu­ 
facture and sale of the machine It- 
Pelf. 
For a time the man prospered. One 
Sne day In 1840 a crowd of tailors 
aadi, tailor's assistants surrounded 
Thlmonnler** factory and more 
or 
less destroyed it In their fury: The 
newfangled 
machine, 
they 
said, 
“would bring about their ruin if al­ 
lowed to do their work.” Working by 
hand they could not compete with 
machines which stitched automatical­ 
ly. Thimonnler’s capital failed him at 
the critical moment and he could And 
no other backers. He retired to a 
commune adjoining the one in which 
he had been born, and there, in 1867, 
he died a poor, broken-hearted man, 
utterly ignored. 
Later, In Paris, on the site where 
Thlmonnier’s factory had been, the 
great uniform factory of the Goddil- 
hits, was erected, and here hundreds 
of sewing machines were used by very 
complacent workmen, descendants of 
the very men who destroyed Thimon­ 
nler’s business. The Godillot estab­ 
lishment burned in 1896, and, and 1898 
a street was cut through where the 


factory had been and named rue Th! 
monnler. This is the only honor the 
memory of Thlmonnler has had paid 
it so far, but the statue at Lyons, it 
Is said, will be very beautiful. 
The sewing machine ushered In the 
era of ready-made clothes for both 
men and women. In 1850, for example, 
shortly after the machine had start 
ed to make Its presence felt, there 
was in Paris but one store where 
clothes for women and children could 
me had ready made. A Paris direc­ 
tory of that date shows this to be: 
"Mm*. Roger et Cle, Readymades for 
Ladles—The only 
house in 
Paris 
where one can And ready made robes 
for women and children of all kinds.” 
One supposes the gowns and not the 
ladies were “of all kinds.” At this 
time dress-makers copied styles from 
engravings furnished them, the work 
being done mostly by hand, the lin­ 
ings, for the most part, being material 
from old dresses. In 1860 there were 
158 dress-making establishments, ac­ 
cording to the same directory. 
Since then times have changed. In 
1863 there were 287 places where 
ready made articles, sewed on the 
machine, could be found, while the 
dress-makers. had increased to 
494. 
Both numbers nearly doubled by 1871. 
In 1895 there were over 600 ready 
made houses and 1626 coutourieres. 
The number has increased a fourth 
since then. 
There are, at present, in France, 
over a million people who earn their 
living by- sewing. There are 81,406 
men and 143,648 women who are heads 
of sewing establishments of one sort 
or another. They employ altogether 
800,801 people, 
accordindg 
to 
the 
Minister of Labor, the ensemble form­ 
ing over a fortieth of the entire popu­ 
lation of France. 
The tool of each of these people Is 
the sewing machine. 
•

♦ 
Au echo of the bitter feeling exist­ 
ing between France and 
Germany 
may be found in the initerary, map­ 
ped out by the committee named for 
the purpose, of the route to be follow­ 
ed by the aviators in the Pekin-to- 
Paris aeroplane race 
organised by 
“Le Matin.” Germany will be circled, 
not traversed, though Germany is di­ 
rectly in the track. 
According to the “Matin” the air­ 
men will follow the Trans-Siberian 
Railway from Pekin to Irkousth, to 
Tomsk, to Moscow, to Warsaw, then 
to Vienna, Genoa, Marseilles, Lyons 
and Paris. It is seen that instead of 
going from Warsaw to Berlin, Brussels, 
Paris, the much longer and more dan­

via 
Marseilles. 
The “Matin” offers 831,000 in prises 
and to this amount sums offered at 
Pekin, Warsaw, Moscow, Genoa, Ven- 
lob, Marseilles, etc., are to be added, 
making one of the biggest prises ever 
offered in the fleld of aviation. 
The event is to be all-French. Bach 
French Arm may enter three 
ma­ 
chines. For each machine two pilots 
may be registered. The winners must 
come through with the identical ma 
chine with which they started, at 
least one seal, among those placed on 
the principal parts of the machine in 
Pekin prior to the start, arriving in­ 
tact. Broken parts may otherwise be 
renewed. Of the “Matin's” prise, the 
winner is to get $20,000; 
second 
$5000, third, fourth and flfth, $2000 
each.

aaa be distill- 
gulshed, aud then only by 
careful 
handling. Tim females will attempt 
to quack, while the males can only 
make a slight squeaking noise, 
lf 
both kinds are held by the neck and 
given a good shake they will gener­ 
ally make some kind of noise by 
which they can be picked out. 
As soon as they get matured, the 
drakes should be Sold to a poulterer. 
It Is a mistake to hold over a lot for 
stock birds; the market is very un­ 
certain, while 
the 
prices realized 
more than often do not pay for the 
large 
amount of food consumed. 
Ducks are very big eaters lf they get 
the chance, 
and, small as Runners 
are, they eat far more food than the 
larger fowls. When killed for table, 
their flesh is sweet and juicy. Out, 
as I have often heard it stated, they 
are “nearly all .bone;” , the breast 
meat is decidedly limited, 
so that 
only a very small family can make a 
meal off one of them. 
The ducks, when matured, 
make 
extra good layers, while their eggs 
are also of average size. There are 
many people who seem to think that 
duck eggs ought to be retailed at vhe 
same price as hen eggs; but this will 
never be the case. There is as much 
meat” in Ave duck eggs as six hen 
eggs, so really they ought to be worth 
little more money. 
With regard to their laying pow­ 
ers, it has been shown on several oc­ 
casions that no breed of fowls can 
equal them when they get fairly “in 
their stride.” Not long ago I heard 
of a flock of ducks which laid every 
day for twenty days, and on one of 
the days there was one more egg 
than the number of ducks kept, so 
that a record such as this will take 
some beating by any of the laying 
strain “sprinters” of which we hear 
so much. The color of the shell va­ 
ries from light green to pure white 
Some people say that the really good 
strains of Runner duck will lay only 
white eggs; but this is hardly cor­ 
rect, since I have had some Ane stock 
birds which produced green eggs. 
During the breeding season about 
six ducks can be mated to a drake, 
The eggs are usually 
very fertile, 
and the ducklings hatch well, quite a 
contrast to the eggs from the heavy 
breeds, 
such as the Aylesbury and 
the Pekin. When allowed free range 
over good meadow land, the amount 
of food consumed daily should not be 
great' Runners are excellent forag­ 
ers, and they should be able to And. 
most of their food during the warmer 
months. 
It does not matter how careless 
one may be in feeding, or how poor 
the houses, Indian Runner ducks 
seem able 
to keep in the best of 
health. For the most part, 
large 
breeders make them sleep out of 
doors in all weathers, which seems to 
do them no harm, and certainly saves 
a lot of money in appliances. 
Finally, duck fanciers 
might do 
worse than to give the Indian Runner 
a little more consideration. There is 
no doubt about it being a profitable 
breed, and a start can be made with 
good birds for a little outlay.—H. He­ 
bron, In Poultry, (Eng.)

Aa Its name Implies, this breed of 
dusk Is built on very slim lines, some­ 
thing after the style of a soda water 
bottle. When fully matured, it does 
Bot weigh much over three pounds, 
so that It can cover the ground quick­ 
ly, while lf disturbed at any time it 
can take wing and fly a good dis 


Although it Is recognised as a won 
derful egg producer, I have often 
thought that during the last year or 
two It was declining in public favor. 
This may be due to the popularity of 
the Aylasfrury or the more 
recent 
Buff Orpington':.yet there can be no 
doubt that the number of duck breed 
era la rot increasing half as rapidly 
aa is the cage with fowls. There are 
a few reasons to account for this, 
and perhaps the principal one is that 
many people who would like to keep 
a few ducks are debarred by circum- 
ataneee over which they have no con 
trot. It would not do to keep water­ 
fowl la confinement with a view to 
profit I Am well aware that some 
few have- made it a success; 
but, 
taken generally, ducks require plenty 
of grass land to be a complete sue 


Many large-poultry farmers have 
given them up because of the dirt the 
birds made. Only those who have a 
stream running through a fleld, and 
have had a flock of duces exercising 
la It know the damage the birds do 
to tile surrounding vegetation. Still, 
with all these drawbacks, there are 
many reasons why ducks might be 
bred in larger numbers than at pres 
ant 
The demand for duck eggs is very 
great in some parts, while in others 
I have heard of their being a glut on 
the market during 
the 
summer 
months Although some people have 
aa Idea that duck eggs are “strong.” 
there are plenty of others who much 
prefer them; and the medical pro­ 
fession often recommends them for 
Invalids Stenos there cannot be very 
much, wrong with them in this dlreo- 


When newly hatched, the duck- 
soon get on their feet, and are 


rearing a flock of chickens. 
When 
once a man has tried his hand with 
ducks he will say that they are the 
easiest creatures to rear he ever 
came across. Disease is almost un 
known. Their greatest enemies are 
rats and other vermin, which seem 
very partial to them, so that a sharp 
lookout bes to be kept until the young 
ducks get three parts grown 
Hens should be used for hatching. 
Rqnner ducks are not of the broody 
sort, and even If they go on the nest 
for a few days It 1b not safe to trust 
them with eggs, so that ordinary 
hens or incubators have to be em 
ployed. The eggs are usually very 
fertile. I have seen nlnety-flve In 
hundred containing strong germs, 
and this canot often be said of the 
Aylesbury. It 
takes one month to 
hatch them, as is the caae with all 
duck eggs, but often some will hatch 
on the twenty-sixth day, while the 
whole lot may be out on the twenty- 
seventh lf the eggs were new laid 
when pqt down. 
Dry chick food, although often giv­ 
en to ducklings, is hardly to be rec­ 
ommended 
unless 
it is previously 
bolled. Even then it Is not as good 
as soft food, so that biscuit meal 
mixed with bran and 
line sharps 
should be the staple diet for the first 
few weeks, while the same rules .ap­ 
plied to chickens might be followed. 
Water should be given only out of a 
fountain; lf a large vessel Is includ 
ed, most likely some of the young 
ducks will get drowned. They ate 
so fond of the water that they cannot 
resist IL even at this early age. And 
I have often thought that the little 
chicken fountains are the best possi­ 
ble things to use for ducks, 
since 
there is no fear of the body getting 
wet, while the birds can always have 
a drink when they feel Inclined. 
Grit and vegetables, also a little 
cooked animal food, should be given, 
then all will be well. The progress 
is surprising, and by the time 
they are a month old they will be 
“as hard aa nails,” while there will 
be exceptionally few,- if any, losses.

Two Boxes Born Again 
A handsome piece of furniture can 
be made out of a few store boxes, a 
sash curtain and a little stain and 
varnish. Julia V. M. Smith describes 
in Farm and Home how her father 
made her a combination writing desk 
and bookcase. 
First, he took one of the boxes and 
smoothed it off on all sides. Then he 
fitted shelves into it. A smaller box 
was smoothed off in the same man­ 
ner as the first, and its sides were 
cut off at an angle, so as to form the 
slanting sides of the desk. This box 
was nailed on top of the first. 
it 
was divided Into compartments by 
the putting in of little shelves. 
The desk cover was a whole board 
and was fastened to the lower pare 
of the desk with hinges, so that it 
might be closed when not in use. 
When the cover is open, it rests upon 
two sticks which slide in and out of 
two cases made for them, placed at 
the joining of the two boxes. 
Fasteners such as are used for or­ 
dinary sash curtains were used to 
bold up the brass rod upon which the 
curtain was hung. The whole desk 
was given a coat of walnut stain and 
a pretty curtain was provided. The 
result was a very attractive and con­ 
venient piece of furniture, at a mini­ 
mum cost and with little labor. 


ROME, Italy, June 7.—Italy’s fleet 
of thirty-two aeroplanes 
in Tripoli, 
where they are being used for the first 
time in actual warfare, 
is making 
possible the gathering of considerable 
data on the manner In which this fu­ 
ture branch of the world’s armament 
will have to be based. 
For one thing, Italy has found that 
the work of army aviators is so try­ 
ing on the nerves, that if continued 
steadily for three months a nervous 
breakdown is almost inevitable. 
At 
present Italy is providing against this 
by having the aviators make flights 
in alternate weeks. The army pilots, 
after three months of service, arc al­ 
so being given three months of vaca­ 
tion. 
The one problem that has not been 
successfully solved yet, however, is 
that of bomb throwing. Few of the 
aeroplanes can carry an officer to 
throw the bombs, while the pilot is 
obliged to take such risks in hand­ 
ling the macnine and throwing bombs 
at the same time, that the practice 
libs been temporarily stopped. Ex­ 
periments, however, are being made 
with a bomb throwing apparatus at­ 
tached to the bottom of the aeroplane 
which will hurl the bombs by means 
of compressed air and can be manip­ 
ulated with safety by the pilot while 
still controlling his machine. 


A Money Mill for the Farmer 
Wherever one travels, dairy 
sec­ 
tions give the most visible manifes­ 
tations of thrift and prosperity. The 
monthly cream check puts more mon­ 
ey in circulation. The purchase of 
concentrated feed adds to the produc­ 
tiveness of the farm. Large crops, 
big barns, comfortable houses, good 
roads, schools and other conditions 
Indicate that the farmers are “mak­ 
ing good.” The beef steer cannot 
hold his own with the dairy cow 
says the editor of the 
Farm ar.d 
Home, because she can get more dol­ 
lars for her owner out of a ton of hay 
or an acre of corn. She is a more 
profitable transformer of farm crops 
into money. The food that will make 
a dollar’s worth of beef will make 
several dollars’ worth of milk or but­ 
ter. 
The dairy industry has undergone 
several revolutions in the 
past JO 
years. First, the shotgun creamer 
and deep setting supplanted the shal­ 
low pan and surface skimming. Small 
creameries took the place of homo 
dairies. Then came the centrifugal 
separator and the 
factory 
system. 
Centralization has brought many eco­ 
nomics and handsome profits. The 
hand separator has been a very im­ 
portant factor in this development; 
without it the dairy industry would 
be far behind.

That Juiey Hothouse Lamb 
Restaurant and hotel 
men 
have 
created a demand from December to 
May 
for 
young 
lambs 
weighing 
around 
35 pounds when dressed. 
There is a considerable demand for 
them in Boston, New York and Wash 
Ington. When born late in the fail 
or early in winter, they are called 
hothouse lambs. 
In order to study 
the business of producing hothouse 
lambs, the flock at Cornell university 
since 1903, says Farm and Home, has 
been managed as a hothouse lamb 
flock with profitable results. 
During eight years, in which rec 
ords have been kept, 84 ewes have 
been producing hothouse lambs. The 
average length of time for each ewe 
with the flock is about four years. 
These ewes produced 401 lambs, of 
which 261 were sold aa hothouse 
iambs at an average price of $7.52. 
The average number -of lambs from 
each ewe was 3.1. Total selling price 
for these lambs was $23.31, thus giv­ 
ing an annual Income per ewe of $6. 


Beta Peeled—Not the Beekeeper 
Moat of the so-called nonswarming 
hives are fakes pure end simple. The 
very last word on the subject is that 
of the “shook swarm” plan, that en­ 
ables the beekeeper1 to swarm each 
hive artificially at his convenience 
and not that of the bees. This is the 
best method in vogue and Is really 
very simple. Dr. D. Everett Lyon ex­ 
plains the process in Farm and Home: 
When a hive gives evidence that 
it is thinking about swarming, as seen 
in the bees clustering on the outside 
of the hive and the presence of queen 
oells started in the brood nest, it Is 
time to shake them.

Then the trigger is pull­ 
ed.

tons. 
In the case of the battleship 
Texas the resultant force of the bat­ 
tleship resting on the ways and im­ 
pelling it toward the water, was only 
300 tons, so that there was no

WASHINGTON, June 7.—Charging 
that Judge Cornelius H. Hanford of 
the U. S. District Court of the state 
of Washington is an “habitual drunk 
ard and morally and temperamental 
ly unfit to hold a judicial position,’ 
Congressman Victor Berger of WI#- 
coneln introduced a resolution In the 
House today directing the judiciary 
committee to Investigate his charges 
and, lf substantiated, to recommend 
Hanford’s impeachment. 
When the resolution was referred 
to the committee, Berger arose on a 
question of the highest privilege and 
entered upon a scathing arraignment 
of the Wasuington jurist, saying, In 
part: 
“I accuse Hanford of being an hab­ 
itual drunkard. I charge that he an­ 
nulled on May 13, in violation of the 
constitution, the naturalization 
pa­ 
pers of Leonard Olsaon, a citizen of 
Tacoma. 
“I charge that he Issued in a col­ 
lusive suit of August Peabody against 
the Seattle, Benton 
and 
Southern 
Railway, in August, 1911, an injunc­ 
tion In the Interests of the company 
and against the Interests of the clti- 
sens of Seattle, flagrantly violating 
justice and law. 
“I charge that he Is morally 
and 
temperamentally unfit to hold a ju­ 
dicial position. 
“I charge him with having been re­ 
sponsible for a long series of unlaw­ 
ful actions.’’ 
Four 
detailed 
charges 
desig­ 
nated 
aa 
"specifications 
are 
advanced in the resolution. 
Berger 
soon will appear before the committee 
in an attempt to substantiate his 
charges. 
He claims he has a score 
of affidavits from reputable cltisens 
of Washington. 
After a preliminary 
examination, the committee will re­ 
port on the question of “recommend­ 
ing Hanford’s impeachment.” 
In attacking Hanford, Berger used 
the “high privilege” as a member of 
the House, which is an official func­ 
tion seldom requisitioned. 
The 
four 
specifications 
against 
Hanford are: 
“first—1That the annulment of 
Oleson’s certificate was unlawful, and 
an ursurpation of power. On trial, 
the defendant denied he was an an­ 
archist, and that no testimony to the 
contrary was introduced. Olsaon ad­ 
mitted that he was a Socialist. On 
the ground of this admission, and 
wholly without warrant of law, Han­ 
ford arbitrarily cancelled Olaaon’s 
certificate. 
“Second—That Hanford’s reputation 
for rendering corrupt decisions is a 
matter of common and long-standing 
notoriety. 
His record has been pub­ 
lished and further proclaimed In 
a 
mesa meeting attended by 6000 Seat­ 
tle dtlaens. 
“Third—That the Injunction In the 
Peabody suit Is fraudulent and dic­ 
tated by corrupt motives. The 
in­ 
junction aroused public Sentiment to 
a degree which forced Hanford to dis­ 
solve the injunction shortly 
after* 
ward. 
‘Fourth—Charges 
of 
habitual 
drunkenness In court, his moral and 
temperamental unfitness to hold a 
judicial position will be sustained by 
sworn testimony, covering his record 
on the benni for years.”

The water would be carried
